Frit, The Scope of the firft being, that the 
Kingdom of Heaven 1s to be purchaſed on hard 
Terms, by theloſs of all the Comforts, and what's : 
"dear inthe World, and that ſuch Doctrine is Diſ- ;' 
courageable, and inclines Men to to ataking up with, . 

' and delighting inthe pleaſures of the Fleſh, by So- 
lemons advice, rather than in the loſs thereof, anxi- 
ouſly to ſeek after fo hard a bargain, as the Kingdom 
. of Heaven. 

Anſw. Inanſwer to which, we muſt lead the Ob- 
jector back to the Survey and Conſideration of the 
two things in. Competition, viz. Worldly Enjoy- 
ments, and things of erernal Lite, and when the 
vanity, uncertainty, . and emptineſs Jof the firſt is 
confidered; and - compared with the infinite excel- 
lencies, and'fulneſs1n the lat, and as Heaven 1s of 
more value than Earth, ſo theſe earthly things muſt 
be of l1e& efteem, than theſe Heavenly, and ſeeing 
in Merchandiſe, and good Husbandry, the'vaJue of the 

- - thing io purchaſe -is conſiderable , beyond the price, 
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or in ballance with it, in proſpe&t of the advanta* 
26s that may accrew; ſo that tn reaſon, 1t cannot be 
pretended, that the getting of Heaven jn all the gio- 
rious excellencies thereof, can be a hard bargain, 
though the World under its beit pretermions, thould 
begiven in purchaſe, For what hath 2 Man profited, 
if hegain the whole World, and loſe bis own Sol , 
Mat. 16,26. | 

Secondly, Confider .God 1s the Author of Li'e, 
made Heaven and Earth, and diipoles of it at his 
pleaſure, hath he not ther: the Terms 1n his cwn 
hand ? muſt we cut and carve, and make bargains 
for our ſelves, and of our fide only > muſt we have 
Heaven and Eternal Life, on our Terms, or on Gods 
Terms? as he have the World ro us freely, he may 
make what Terms he plealeta, and 1tf we will not 
Cloſe with God on his Terms, we may, .and muſt go 
withour the bargain. 

And theſe are Chriſts Terms, be that raheth not up bu 
Craſs Daily, and follow:th not me, ij not worthy of me, 
Mart. 10. 38. | 

Thirdiy, This DoGtrine of felf. denyal, Crucify- 
ing the Word, an4 Mortification neither doth, or 
ſhould diſcourage from the purchaſe of Heaven, tor 
that it doth not torbi4 the uſe,or comfort of theCrea- 
ture, but commands that 1t be uſed aright, accor- 
ding to the Will of God, Whatſoever i ſold in the ſham- 
bles, that eat ashing no queſtion for Conſcience ſake, the 
Earth & the Lards, and be fulne(s thereof, 1 Cor. 10.25, 
26. Wearenot forbid the uſe, but the abuſe of the 
Creature, we are Commanded to Crucifie the fleſh, and 
the Luſts theresf ; but we are nat commanded to de- 
firoy Nature, or Defpiſe the Moderate uſe of the 
Creatures, for our Moderate and Temperate Subfi- 
ſtance, bur forbidden the Ryoting of the Creatures , 
on our Lufts; and though many of Gods People, do 


voluntarily abſtain from .the abuſe and ſuperfluous 
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uſe of the Creature, or'that by his Providence, the 
plenty thereof may ſome time be reftrained from 
them, even to ftretghts, yet he ſupplieth that with 
_theBleEng of a Conterted Submifion, and teach- 

th how te want, and how to abound, and 1n every 
Condition therewith to be content, Phi 4.11,12. and 
Jeadeth them to a dependance on himie!f, that he 
wil not ſuffer them to be Tempted above meaſure, 
but that with every Tempration, he will give an out- 
gate, that they may be able to bear it, 1 Cor. 10. 13. 
And make them wait on the appointed time for the 
viſion, in their greateſt ftreights, Hah. 2,3. 

Weareno:. forbid the moderate uic of rhe World, 
for ſupply of our Neceflities, as Mortals, wien uled 
in the tear of God, and in Faith of Jelus Thrift, bur 
we are forbidden placing our Aﬀections on Earthly 
things, when they come in Competition with Chriſt, 
his Honour, and Intereſt, and clog our defires and 
durtres towards God, ſo as nor to fet his glory before 
us, as the main deſign 1m every thing. 

Fourthly, Solomons Advice 1s miſtaken, as if he 
he ſhould encouraze Men to fariate, and 'delighr 
themſelves, only inthe Pleaſuresand Enjoyments of 
the Creature, wittzour Dependance-on God, or to 
take rhar of rhe Creature for their all, and not mind 
furure Happineſs; he only in experience of Humane 
vanities, reproves Mens reſting on the Creature, as 
making an Idol thereof, and adviſeth the moderate 
uſe of ir, without anxiety,in reeroof of the World- 
lings, who m the roo exceſhye affetion of the Crea- 
ture, rake not the free and thankful enjoyment of it, 
but Covetouſly hoards ic up , and makes a God of it, 
whicts he accounts fooliſhneſs, and warmly reproves 
refting or Creature delights,” Eccl. 11.8, 9. ; 

ObjeF. The fecondObjettion 18, thattheDoctrine of 
Saints ſufferings, ſeems contrary to Scripture, which 
__ inminvy places promiſe peace, Tranquility myo. 
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recting, and plenty to the Chyrch -and People of 


Anſw. This is eaſily anſwered, for cither theſe 
promiſes are to the Church arid Feople of the Jews, 
all which were conditional on their Oocdience, and 
performed to them, when 1n their Buty, and atter- 
wards upon their Repeatance, Ent1l their falling off 


'1n Crucifying the Lord of Glory; however, they are 


ſtill the People of Promiſe, and in his own time, he 


will bring them to his Marvelous light, and ſthew 


them his Salvation. 

Secondly, In no place of Scripture, hath theLord 
promiſed a conſtant Tyde of Temporary Mercies , 
but upon their continuing 1n Duries, and he hath re- 
ſerved to himſelf thegiving and taking them away, 
at his Will and Pleaſure, and for his own ends 1n his 
Divine Wiſdom, and no *an can pretend to that In- 
nocence, but he muſt with David, and the Church, 
contels, in Righteouſneſs haſt thou Corref{:1 megleſs than 
mine Iniquities ds d:{erve, La. 1. 18. Cha. 3. 39. Sowe 
may conclude our wants, Afﬀiitions, and. Chaſtiſe- 
meats are from the Hands of Juſtice for Sin. 

Thirdly, Althoughthe Lord often brings his beſt 
People under (ore Afidtions, Troubles, and Wants, 
asexperience of all Ages teach us, yet all this is in 
love and mercy, and bur tor a ſhorr time, ro con- 
viace them of, and bring them from cheir fins, and 
to weantheir Hearts from the World, and to wind 
them up to himſelf by Repentance,and to draw their 

Hearts more eagerly after him,the Kingdom of God 
and Righteouſneſs; and as a tender hearred Father 
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leaves nat the Child altogether unpunithed, yer he - 


corrects in meaſure, thus the Lords exerciting his 
Peoples Faith, Patience, and Obedience, can never 


beſaid ro be their Diſcouragement, or contrary to * 


any of his gracious' promiſes to them 1n Scripture, 


butſhguld rather be atributed to. that gracipus pro- 
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miſe of never leaving or forſaking of them, Jer. 30. 17. 
chap. 31- 18, 19, 20- If. 43. 2» Andin his Chaſtifing 
of them, he ciftinemſheth between chem and Ba- 
ſtards, Heb.

Wnen we were dead 19-fins hath he quickned us ta- 
gether in Chriſt, Now in Chriſt Jeſus ye who 
ſometimes were far off, are made nigh by the Blood 
of Jeſus, for he is our peace, who hath made both 
one, and broken down the middle Wall of Partition 
between us, having in his Fleſhaboliſhed the enmit-

hold and apprehend theſe Heavenly exceiiencies, 
communicable -under that Spiritual Union 3; and 
Chrift intending to have the Sainrs made fully per- 
fe&t and capable of union with himſelf. he prays 
the Father that they may be one with the Father, as 
the Father and he.is one. I in them, and thou in 
me, that they may be perfect inone, that 1s to be 
of one Spirit, Wiſdom, and Underſtanding: it cans ' 
not be ſuppoſed rhat Chrifts intentionis, that the 
Creature though firſt renewed, and afterwards glo- 
rified, ſhould be elevated ro that ſublimity of per- 
fection, equal with the Father and himſelf, but that 
their perfection ſhould be in kind nature, and oy 
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of God and Chriſts perfefticn, knowledge, and 
wiſdom, eſpecially 1n theſe three reſpefts —& 
Firft, In purity of Spirit and Spiritual minded- 
nels. 

Secondly, In oneneſs and union of mind and

Thirdly, In perfe&tion of Knowledge and Under- 
ſtanding. So to underſtand things as they are, and 
not only under the dark ſhadows of humans appear- 
ance.

The Natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of God, for they are fooliſh- 
neſs unto him, neither indeed can he know them, 
becauſe they are ſpiritually deſcerned, but he that is 
Spiritual judgeth all things, 1 Cor. 2. 14, 15, 16. 


Chriſtians are new Creatures, and with them old - 


things are paſſed away, and all things become new, 
they are the Temple of Gord, God dwelleth in them, 
who can haveno fellowſhip with the fleſh, therefore 
they muſt be ſpirituallized, for. they that are after

Spiritin Counſel 
and otherwiſe, 1s the greazeft Camfort and Strength 
of a Society, and this 1s the Harmony of Heaven ; 
How doth Devid magnify this choice bleſing How 
pleaſant a thing 18 it for Brethren to dwell rogether 
mn urity ? it 1s like the precious ointment upon the 
Head, that ran dawn upon the Beard, even Aarons 
Beard, that went down to the Skirts of his Gar- 
ments, 2sthe Dew of Hermon, and as rhe Dew that 
Deſceaded upon the Mourtains of Zzon, for there 
the Lord commanded the Blefling even life for ever- 
more, Pſal;1$331). 

The Lord 1s a Spirit of Meekneſs and Peace, and 
by. Chrifts Dactrine the blefling 15 to the Meek : and 
his Comraand 1s to reſemble him 1a the Spirit of 
meekne's ; Iam meek, humble, and lowly in mind, 
learn of me, Mat. 11. 28, 29. He unites ail the 
Hearts of his People, to the unity of gloritying him, 
to have their ſhare of it in conRant Halleluyah's : fee 
Goas Promiſe to Chriſt:; and the Spiritof the Lord 
ſhall ref on. him the Spirit of Wiſdom and Under- 
Fanding, the Spirit of Counſel and Might, and of 
the fear of tte Lord, Ta.

To: be of the ſame mind with Chriit Jeſus, is to 
have the ſame W1l and Purpole wiich he had, as 
weil in doing as 1n iuffering, and to do and ſuffer 
ro the fame Ends and Purpoles, tor which he did 
or littered any thing. 

Chriſt did and tuftered all things by the joint ads 
vice and in obedience of his Father. The Father 
worketh hitherto and I work: Lo I come to do thy 
W1ll, in the volume of thy Book it is written of me, 
Pal.

In his tufferings and aCting in the myfiery of Man's 
Redemption, he Gid all by tha-refolution of tiea- + 
ven, the Father and Son did a;ree and join it} the 
Spirit.

The Fathers purpoſe was that Juſtice ſhould befarf- 
fied -by the Death of the Son on the Crofs, and the 
Son humbly ſubmits.

Chearfuineſs without murmuring, and a Patient 
bearing up under every diſpenſation 1s the'duty of 
ſubmiſſion, and with tne Apoſtle to glory in the 
Croſs of Chriſt, Gal. 6. 14- God forbid that I ſhould 
glory in any thing ſave in the Croſs of Chrift by 
whom the World 1s crucified to me and 1 to the 
World.

This was Holy Davids praftice, under his ſo ſe- 
vereand gfeat affliction, when he had fled from be- 
fore his Son Abſolom, who had uſurped his Crown 
and when weeping. barefoot, and aſhes on his 
head, ſent back from him the Ark of God, the want 
of which was a great ingredient to his affliction. 
If 1 ſhall find favour in the Eyes of the Lord he will 
ſhew me both it and his Salvation, but if he ſay, I 
have rio pleaſurein him, lo here Iam, let him do

The fecond Duty 1s refiznation, as ſubmifſton 1s 
the patient acquieſcing to the Will of God in al: his 
diſpenſations, without murmuring, and a conten- 
redneis in every condition, penvury.and want as well 
as in abundance, ſoreſigration ts the cheartul giving 
our ſelves up ro Ged to be ditpoted of. by him in 
every diſpenſation, trials, trovb]es, loſſes and croſſes, 
under all the exigences of Lite. 

Chriſt would not ule the Arm of Fleſh to reſcue 
himſelf from being Cracified : but the Cup which 
the Father put in his hand, even the bitter Cup of 
his Fathers Wrath, he chearfully drank it our, be- 
cauſe it was his Fathers Will, John 18. 11. 

Holy Job was a Pattern of Patience and Refigna-

The Couragious three Children, who were not 
daunted with the Decree againſt them, their Faith,

Thus ſhould Chriſtians in imitation of Chrift, 
not ſo much mind their preſent ſufferings, tempta- 
tions, and condition, as the Duty of Faith and Re- 
ſignation, in giving themſelves up to the Will of 
God, in Obedience, Faith. and Patience, and for 
their encouragement in this, they have Gods Pro- 
mile of deliverance from his own immediate hands, 
1f other helps appointed by him ſhould fail : I look- 
edand there was none to help, I wondred that there 
was none to uphold, therefore mine own Arm 
—_ Salvation unto ms, and my right hand it 
npheld me, Iſa. 59. 16. ; 

That other famous place in the Prophecies of Fe- 
remi2h, 1s a great ſtaff to Faithand Reſignation, un- 
der deſertion of all helps even lovers, relations and 
friends ; all thy lovers have foriaken thee, they ſeek 


- thee not, for I have wounded thee with the wound 


of an Enemy, with the Chaſtiſement of a cruel one, 
for the multitude of thine Iniquities, becauſe thy 
fins were increaſed, therefore all that devour thee 
ſhall bedevoured, &c. 8 
And all thy Adverſaries ſhall go into Captivity, 
and they that ſpoil thee ſhall be a ſpoil, and all that 
Prey upon tliee will I give for a Prey, for I will re- 
ſore health urito thee, and heal thee of thy wounds, 
ſaith the Lord, Fey. 30. 14 to 18. and that other fa- 
mous place in Iſaiah, chap. 49. 15-to end, giveth 
great encouragement to Faith and Reſignation, un- 
der the greateft extremities, as being forſaken of 
Friends, Relations, and much 'oppreflſed by Ene- 
mies. All things which Chriſt did were holy and 


juſt, he minded only chings of a Heayenly _—_ 
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ritual Nature, as his Kingdom was not of this 
World, ſo all his people mind Heavenly things, 
they are Strangers and Pilgrims here in this Worls' 
and Travellers only witk himto the new 7eruſalem, 
and as Pilgrims muft not ſet their Hearts on things 
in the Way, but on their-Heavenly Trealures, Lay 
up to your ſelves treaſure in Heayen, for where 
your Treaſure is there will your Yeans be alſo, 
Mat 6. 19, to 33. Lovenot the World nor the things 
of the World ; if any man love the World, the love 
of the Father is not in him, for all that 1s 10 the 
World, the Lufts of the Fleſh, the Lufis of the Eye, 
the Pride of Life, is not of the Father but of the 
World, and the World paſſeth away 2nd the Lufts 
thereof, but he that doth the will of God abideth 
for ever, 1 Fobn 2.
